I, Adrian Riskin, declare under oath as follows: 

1. I submitted California Public Records Act requests to Respondent the Downtown 
Los Angeles Property Owners Association (“the BID”) on May 17, 2017 (“Request #1”), July 7, 
2017 (“Request #2), and July 31, 2017 (“Request #3”). 

2. On July 14, 2017, the BID provided a dropbox link containing records in response to 
Request #1. That link contained approximately 46 emails. The dropbox link did not contain any 
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1 emails sent by Chairman Chatoff or any emails that originated from other BID Board Members. 

2 3.1 have obtained-via CPRA requests to other Business Improvement Districts in the 

3 Los Angeles area-records that were responsive to Request #1 which the BID did not produce in 

4 response to that Request. 

5 4. One record responsive to Request #1 is a February 2016 email exchange between 

6 Respondent’s Executive Director Rena Leddy (rena@fashiondistrict.org) and Jessica Lall at the 

7 South Park BID (jessica@southpark.la) regarding sponsorship of an event. I received a copy of this 

8 email on December 31, 2018 in response to a public records act request I submitted to the Media 

9 District BID. This email did not appear in Respondent’s July 14, 2017, dropbox link. A true and 

10 accurate copy of this email is included in Exhibit A. 

11 5. Another record responsive to Request #1 is an August 2016 email from Leddy to a 

12 number of individuals at other BIDs, including Jessica Lall at the South Park BID, regarding a LA 

13 BID Salary and Benefits survey. I received this email on November 23, 2018, in response to a 

14 CPRA request to the Melrose BID. This email did not appear in Respondent’s July 14, 2017, 

15 dropbox link. A true and accurate copy of this email is included in Exhibit A. 

16 6. Another record responsive to Request #1 is a June 2016 email from Jasmine Ramos, 

17 an Administrative Assistant with Respondent (jasmine@fashiondistrict.org), to a number of 

18 individuals at the City of Los Angeles and other BID’s including Lall at the South Park BID, Josh 

19 Kreger at the South Park BID (josh@southpark.la), Laura Hill at the South Park BID 

20 (laura@southpark.la), and Priscilla Hsu at the South Park BID (priscilla@southpark.la), regarding a 

21 meeting of the Los Angeles BID Consortium. I received this email on September 26, 2016, in 

22 response to a CPRA request to the Media District BID. This email did not appear in Respondent’s 

23 July 14. 2017. dropbox link. A true and accurate copy of this email is included in Exhibit A. 

24 7. Another record responsive to Request #1 is a February 2017 email from Ramos to a 

25 number of individuals at other BIDs including Lall, Kreger, and Katie Keifer (katie@southpark.la), 

26 at the South Park BID, regarding a BID Consortium Happy Hour. I received this email on March 

27 17, 2017, via a CPRA request to the East Hollywood BID. Thi s email did not appear in 

28 
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1 Respondent’s July 14, 2017, dropbox link. A true and accurate copy of this email is included in 

2 Exhibit A . 

3 8. Records obtained from other BIDs indicate that Ramos sent numerous emails 

4 regarding the Los Angeles BID Consortium in 2016 and 2017, including monthly scheduling 

5 emails. Many of those emails were sent to her own email address (jasmine@fashiondistrict.org) 

6 with the email address of other recipients presumably appearing in the “bee” address line. As shown 

7 by emails attached in Exhibit A, individuals with the South Park BID received BID Consortium 

8 emails from Ramos when email addresses appeared in the “to” line. If South Park BID members 

9 also received emails when recipients’ email addresses appeared in the “bee” line, those emails 

10 would be responsive to this request as well. 

11 9. The BID Consortium is an association of Los Angeles BIDs through which BIDs 

12 share information and work collectively. The association is described on the Los Angeles City 

13 Clerk’s website. A BID Consortium Meeting Agenda from Lebruary 2017 shows that the BID’s 

14 used the Consortium to address the topic of street vending, as well as Measure H, the LA County 

15 Homeless Initiative. I received this agenda on March 17, 2017, in response to a CPRA request to the 

16 East Hollywood BID. A true and accurate copy of the Los Angeles City Clerk website post 

17 regarding the Los Angeles BID Consortium and a copy of the Lebruary 2017 Agenda are attached 

18 as Exhibit B. 

19 10. Attached as Exhibit L to the Petition for Writ of Mandate are emails from BID 

20 Chairman Chatoff which the BID did not provide in response to Request #1 and which show that 

21 Chatoff conducted BID business via email. The first email is a March 25, 2017, email from Leddy 

22 to Chatoff at which Leddy, from her BID email, coordinated Chatoff s attendance at another BID 

23 meeting at which the Skid Row Neighborhood Council election would be discussed. The second 

24 email is an email from Leddy to Chatoff and other recipients regarding the BID’s political 

25 organizing in response to the Skid Row Neighborhood Council election. The third is an additional 

26 email from Leddy to Chatoff and other recipients regarding the BID’s political organizing in 

27 response to the Skid Row Neighborhood Council election. I received those emails on June 16, 2017, 

28 
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from Respondent in response to a CPRA request not at issue in this litigation. 

11. Regarding Request #2, the request for Urban Place Consulting (UPC) emails, 
Respondent’s 2017 Meeting Calendar, included in Respondent’s January 2017 Board Agenda and 
Packet, shows that the Renewal Committee met twice a month, on the 1st and 4th Thursday of the 
month. I received this document on May 26, 2017 from Respondent. A true and accurate copy of 
meeting calendar is attached as Exhibit C . 

12. Regarding Request #3, the request for Becker emails related to the BID, the BID 
never produced any records in response to this request, including the email to Board Members 
announcing the August 2017 Board Meeting.
